INSANE PATIENTS TAX 


HOSPITAL CAPACITIES 


Thirteen Civil Institution* Built 


To Hoiue 29,344 Persons 


Actually Contain 35,579 


Albany, March 11.—The 13 civil 


state hospitals for tbe insane which 
were built to house 29,344 .patients, 
actually contained at the end of the fis- 
cal year, ending June 30, 1919, 33,579 
in addition to 2,028 on parole, accord- 
ing to the annual report or the state 
hospital commission submitted to the 
legislature today. 


Despite the fact that considerably 


more than $1,000,000 was spent last 
year for new construction and im- 
provements, the serious overcrowding 
condition continues, the report stated. 
Hospitals at the present time are 21.2 
al'ove the certified capacity. 


During the year 46,086 patient! 


were treated in the civil hospitals, 
1,584 in hospitals for the criminal In- 
sane and 1,311 in private institutions, 
a, total of 4S.9S1. The hospitals dis- 
charged a total of 3,419 patk;ntsvoC 
these 1,560 being considered as fully 
recovered. 


Because of the serious overcrowd- 


ing and high cost of building, the 
commission stated that it is making 
vigorous efforts to prevent mental dis- 
orders through the establishment of 
clinics for early discovery of mental 
disorders end treatment. 
Total ex- 


penditures for the past year totalled 
nearly $12,000,000. Owing to the high 
cost of supplies the average per capi- 
ta cost of maintenance of patients was 
J304-09 as compared with J2G2.32 in 
191S. 
Attention was called to 
the 


fact, however, that while statistics 
showed that the cost of commodities 
had increased 104 percent since 1914, 
the cost of maintenance in the hospi- 
tals for the same period increased on- 
ly 45.S. 


Nearly 90 percent of the patients 


are entirely supported by the state. 


LEVER ACT CONSPIRACY 
INVOLVES25 MINERS 


Restricted Distribution, Limited 
Manufacture and Other Ways 
of .Price "Boosting" Alleged 


Indianapolis, In<L, March 11.—In- 


dictments charging conspiracy 
were 


returned against 125 mine operators 
and coal miners by a special federal 
grand Jury in United States district 
court here late today. 


The charge as reported is conspir- 


acy under the Lever act to enhance 
the price of necessaries by restricting 
distribution, limiting manufacture and 
by other means and 
conspiracy to 


commit offenses against the United 
States, as defined in the criminal code. 


Names of those indicted will not be 


announced, except as each defendant 
is served by a United States marshal 
with the 
indictment notice, it was 


said. All the men are said to be ac- 
tive in the so-called central competi- 
tive field, which embraces Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio and "Western Pennsyl- 
vania. More than one-half of the de- 
fendants are said to be mine opera-- 
tors. 


The indictments are drawn under 


sections 4 and 9 of the Lever act and 
section 37 of the criminal code. The 
penalty upon conviction is said to be 
a fine not exceeding J10.0CO or im- 
prisonment for not more than two 
years or both.

offered at seven percent with very 
few offerings of time funds. Bank- 
ers seemed hopeful that no appreci- 
able tightening of rates would attend 
impending heavy income tax pay- 
ments, but advised against extrava- 
gant stock market operations. 


Except for a perceptible diminution 


of business.in the later dealings, the 
break in exchange «xerted no very 
pronounced effect on quoted values. 
Reactions of two to, six points were 
largely regained at the finish, al- 
though profit taking was evident.

DAXGEB IN KITCUEX BROOM. 
The United States government, along 


Trith those of several states, has spent 
no Inconsiderable sum of money in the 
effort to exterminate tho European 
cor* borer, which in the states of Alas- 
BacbuseUa. New Hampshire, Now York, 
and Pennsylvania, had during a few 


• yeara'precedlng 1919 made disquieting 
invasions in some sections. These ef- 
fort* and expenditures were so far 
Buccessful that until re' ently it was 
believed that this Bolshn-ist invasion, 
•which threatened our principal crop, 
•was not only checked but defeated. A 
few weeks UKO, however, it was an- 
nounced that a shipment qf Kuropean 
broom corn, later discovered to be In- 
testetl, had reached the port of New 
York. Thu vaa discovered and de- 
stroyed, but other shipments which 
possibly also harbored th» pest, had 
previously been forwarded to and used 
in broom factories pretty well scat- 
tered throughout th 
country. 


Tho federal and state authorities 


have accordingly taken the matter up, 
but it is evident that if brooms made 
from such imported material have been 
to any great extent sold, there may be 
thousands of households throughout 
the land which are a potential center 
for the distribution ot the corn borer. 
Perhaps 11 safe thirsr for the house- 
wife. If she lias any doubt as to the 
oripiu of the broomcorn stalUs. which 
nuike up her' broom, might do well 
by dipping the utensil—some call It 
a weapon—into scalding water Crr a 
few minutes before beginning to use 
it.
